AMENDMENTS TO THE CLATMS 

The listing of claims will replace all prior versions, and listings, of claims in the 
application: 

1 . (Currently Amended) In a server included in a network tli.U also includes a client 
associated with specified attributes, a method of using a decision engine to create a document for 
use by the client, the document being customized according to the speciJied attributes associated 
with tlie client, the method comprising the acts of: 

processing code associated witli a script at the server, including code that, when 
executed, requests the decision engine to select content for the document based on at least 
one attribute of the clien t, and without specifying either the at least one att ribute of the 
client or how the selection of content is to be made ; 

receiving from tlie decision engine an identification of the content that has been 
selected by the decision engine; 

creating the document and incorporaling into the document the content that has 
been selected by the decision engine; and 

transmitting the document to the client. 

2. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the act of receiving the 
idcutifieation of the content comprises the act of receiving additional script that, when executed, 
results in the content being incorporated into tlie document 

3. (Original) A method as recited in claim 2, further comprising the act of 
assembling tlie script at runtime by concatenating said portion of script and said additional script.

4. (Original) A method as recited iii claim 1 , wherein; 

Ihe act of processing code associated with the script is performed by a server applicalion 
operating at the server; and 

requesting the decision engine to select content for the document ba5;cd on allribules of 
Ihe client is conducted without the server application communicating to the decision cnghic a 
vaUic of said at least one attribute of the client. 

5. (Original) A method as recited in claim 4, wherein requesdag the decision engine 
to select content for the document based on attributes of the client is fuilhcr conducted wilhoul 
the server application communicating to tlie decision engine criteria by which the decision 
engine is to select the content. 

6. (Original) A metliod as recited in claim I, wherein the document is a Web page. 

7. (Original) A method as recited in claim 6, wherein the content comprises at least 
one of text and an image that are determined to be appropriate for the client. 

8. (Original) A method as recited in claim 6, wherein the content comprises 
formatting that is determined to be appropriate for tlie client. 
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9. (Currently Amended) In a server included in a network that also includes a client 
associated wLtli specified attributes, a method of creating a document for use by the client, the 
docamcnt being customized according to the specified attributes associated with the client, the 
melhod comprising the acts of; 

assembling a script that includes instructions for creating the document, including 
the acts of: 

only upon processing a first statemefit -poition encoded in the script, 
issuing to a decision engine a request for die decision engine to select a second 
portion of the script , whei-ein the selection of the second ooi tion is ba"?ed on at 
least one of the sSpccified attributes that is identified bv the decision en gine 
without the request or script identifying said at least one specified attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested second portion of the 
script and concatenating the first portion of the script and the second portion of 
the script; and 

executing tlie first portion of the script and the second portion of the script so ;is to 
create the document. 

1 0. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, wherein the act of executing the first 
portion of the script and the second portion of the script so as to create the docunient further 
comprises the act of continuing to receive nested portions of script from the decision engine, 
including: 

upon processing the second portion of the script, issuing to the decision engine a 
request for the decision engine to select a third portion of the script based on at least one 
of the specified attributes without the script identifying said at least one specified 
attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested tliird portion of the script and 
concatenating the tliird portion of the script and the second portion of tlie script and the 
first portion of the script. 
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11. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9> wherein the act of processing the flrsl 
portion of the script and the second portion of the script comprises the act of receiving content 
selected by the decision engine to be appropriate for the client bcified on the at least one aUributo 
of the client, 

12. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, flirthcr comprising the act of receiving 
a request from the client for the document. 

13. (Original) A method as recited in claim 12, further comprising the act of 
transmitting the created document to tlic client. 

14. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, fuilher comprising the act of the 
decision engine selecting the second portion of the script, including: 

identifying, independently of a server application that executes the script, decision 
criteria that are to be used by the decision engine to select tlie second portion; and 

identifying, independently of the server application, the jit least one attribute of 
the client Lliat is to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion. 

1 5. (Original) A method as recited in claim 14, wherein the act of the decision engine 
selecting the second portion of the script fiirthcr includes applying the decision criteria to tlie at 
least one attribute to select said second portion of script from among a plurality of portions of 
script.

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27. (Currently Amended) A computer program product for implementing, in a server 
included in a network that also includes a client associated witli speciijed attributes, a method of 
crcatitig a document for use by the client, the document being cuslon)5zed according to the 
specified attributes associated with the client, the computer program prod\ict comprising; 

a computer-readable medium carrying computer-executable instructions lor performing 
the method, the method comprising tlie acts of: 

assembling a script that includes inslxuctions fot creating the document, 
including tlie acts of: 

only upon processing code included in a first portion of the script, 
issuing to a decision engine a request for the decision engine to select a 
second portion of the script , wherein the selection of th e second portion is 
based on at least one of the specified attribatcs l hat is identified by the 
decision engine witliout the request or script identifying said at least one 
specified attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested second portion of 
the script and concatenating the first portion of the script and the sccojid 
portion of the script; and 

executing the first portion of the script and the second portion of the script 
so as to create the document. 
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28. (Original) A computer program product as recited in clain\ 27, wherein Ihe act of 
assembling tlie script further comprises the act of continuing to receive nested portions of script 
from the decision engine, including: 

upon processing code included in the second portion of tlic script, issuing to the 
decision engine a request for the decision engine to select a tliird portion of the script 
based on at least one of the specified attributes witliout the script identifying said at least 
one specified attribute; and 

receiving from the decision engine the requested third portion of the script and 
concatenating the third portion of tlie script and the second portion of the script and the 
first portion of the script. 

29. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the act of 
receiving from the decision engine the requested second portion of the script comprises the act of 
receiving content selected by the decision engine to be appropriate for tlic client based on the at 
least one attribute of the client. 

30. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
method further comprises the act of receiving a request from the client for the document. 

31. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 30, wherein the 
method fnilher comprises the act of transmitting the created document to the client. 

32. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
method furdier comprises the act of the decision engine selcqting tlic second portion of the script, 
including: 

identifying, independently of a server application that executes the script, decision 
criteria that arc to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion; and 

identifying, independently of the server application, the at least one attribute of 
the client that is to be used by the decision engine to select the second portion. 
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33, (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 32, wherein the act of 
the decision engine selecting the second portion of the script further includes applying the 
decision criteria to the at least one attribute to select said second portion of script from among a 
plurality of portions of script. 
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
